THE KROGER COMPANY'S AND WALMART INC.'S
STATEMENT ON ELECTRONIC FILING PROCEDURES

The Kroger Company ("Kroger") and Walmart Inc. ("Walmart"), and pursuant to 807 KAR
5:001, Section 8(9), file this Statement on Electronic Filing Procedures as required by this
Kentucky Public Service Commission's ("Commission") November 9, 2018 Order. Additionally,
Kroger and Walmart respond to the Commission's November 9, 2018 Order, which granted Kroger
and Walmart's separately filed Motions to Intervene on a joint basis, treating Kroger and Walmart
as "one party."

The Commission based its ruling -- to permit Kroger and Walmart to intervene as one party
-- on its conclusion that they "propose to represent similar interests.” Neither Kroger nor Walmart
requested such joint treatment, and both believe that there is some potential that their positions in
this litigation may diverge. Given the immediate procedural deadlines in this proceeding, rather
than seeking immediate review of the Commission's November 9, 2018 Order based on a potential
conflict, Kroger and Walmart are currently proceeding on a joint basis. If Kroger and/or Walmart
deem that a conflict exists or that joint representation is not otherwise possible or appropriate, they
each reserve the right to seek relief in order to ensure the due process interests of both parties are

preserved.
